The ra'ilroad comiinnles as well as 
llie iHiMIc at l;in;e would be lieiiellted 
by 111. cliaiii;. All trunk lines cen- 
tering in large teriulnals have so-call- 
sd manifest freight, leaving these ter- 
minals each night, hauling from 1,000 
to 1,200 tons of freight, which is called 
fast freight service.

Out of twenty-rniir hours 
they arc often fourti-en hours on ili 
road. Tliey spent one limii' alter llie 
iifi in, uaiihing up and Imikiiig after 
the engine, and then are ready to go 
home to wife and family, tired and 
sleepy. After eight hours they are 
;2lven a two-hour call at the end of the 
rest period to ko another fourteen or 
liflecn hiiiir lri|i TlieM. nicn spend 
one and a lialt lioiirs with tloir taiii- 
ilies. wliiidi is nol cnoiii;!! time le 
eveu get acquainted wltli tliem, as 
they have praetoially no time at home. 

These men know no day or night, 
have no Sundays,— simply a steady 
^iind. nnlil iliev are worn oiil and 
have to lav iiff; and ill many i :ises 
this iHion is refused. If lliese men 
were W'urkud eiglil bours (buy wuuld 
be mora eonpataat workers on ac- 
count of having mora rest, would be 
heller citisens on seeonnt of having 
more lime to brighten their minds; 
more time to slutly the economic iiues- 
liims tlial are at vital importance lo 
ilii-ir own and the I'omiiiiinlties' wel- 
fare, and would, (herefore, bo more in- 
leiiigant voters. On the same baaiit 
the oompaay would ba tha gainer by 
always having a fresh man going on 
duly at working periods, and would 
lie less troubled by men :iskiiiK for 
layoffs for llie purpose of ^;etling some 
ri'si.
